PARIS, Jan, 18.—France has in- 
formed Germany that “automatic 
periodic and equal supervision” 
of all armaments must be the 
foundation of any disarmament 
agreement between the two na- 
tions, it was learned today.

New Moves Seen 


In Disarm Fight

GENEVA, Jan. 18,—Arrival to- 
|day of Sir John Simon, British 
foreign secretary, Joseph Paul- 
Boncour, French foreign minister, 
and Arthur Henderson, chairman 
of the World Disarmament Con- 
ference, was understood to presage 
new moves in the disarmament 
deadlock. 

In private negotiations they were 
to make fresh efforts to unravel 
the tangle that resulted when Ger- 
many left both the League and the 
disarmament conference last Octo- 
ber, chagrined at failure to obtain 
agreement to her demand for the 
right to equality in arms. 

Rumors multiplied today that 
Britain contemplates another bold 
stroke by submitting a revised dis- 
armament plan. 

The Franco-German talks which 
have been carried on in recent 
weeks while other parties stood 
aside still await Germany's reply 
to the French memorandum and 
there is a feeling that when this 
reply is received it will merely 
mean more delay, strengthening the 
belief the United Kingdom is again 
prepared to give a lead. 

Meanwhile the German consul- 
ate, which almost faces the League 
of Nations building, flew a large 
Swastika flag in honor of the 
founding of the pre-war empire. An 
armed Swiss policeman patrolled 
before the consulate.

While saying that he agreed 
with most of the program of the 
Co-operative Commonwealth 
Federation, he charged that the 
10 per cent which he could not 
was the part which spelt 
rain, disaster and default in Can- 
ada.

FEDERAL ACTION 

“It is a task which must be met 
by federal action and by non-parti- 
zan action. 

“In Vancouver, Mr. Bennett, as 
usual, expressed pride in the fact 
that Canada was still sound fin- 
ancially, Let me say here that 
Canada has not met obligations 
which are greater by far than the 
meetings of financial obligations. 
Reduction and redistribution of 
hours of labor and unemployment 
insurance will not solve it. 

The solution lay only in becoming 
freed from the tenacles of inter- 
national finance. Interest charges, 
too, must be revamped. In _ British 
Columbia the government will offer 
to pay its creditors a reasonable rate 


of interest, and will be told they | 


can take their money elsewhere if 


‘they are not prepared to accept that 


rate,” the speaker continued. 


CLAIM RIDICULED 

Ridiculing Mr. Bennett's claim, 
prior to his election, in a Winnipeg 
speech, that he would “blast his way 
into the markets of the world,” Mr. 
Mackenzie commented that, “He 


has, indeed, blasted Canada out of | 


every market in the world 

“The whole economy of western 
Canada has been smashed, In my 
opinion, the proposal to reduce 
wheat acreage by 15 per cent is 
madness. We should say, instead, 
to the Italian grower who has 
torn up his vineyards and planted 
wheat in its place that he should 
go back to the task his climate is 
better suited to, and that we will 
trade our wheat for his wines.” 


The second big problem of the 
sessxon, the speaker continued, was 
the national debt, which today, 
thanks to a Conservative adminis- 
tration, had mounted to $9,000,000,- 
000. Mr. Mackenzie reminded his 
hearers that he himself had advo- 
cated in the House that a gigantic 
conversion measure be tried, as was 
done in Australia with great credit 
to the leaders of that nation. To- 
day, high interest rates were still 
in force. Revenues were dwindling 
and expenditures uncertain. 


BENNETT'S DEFENCE 
“And through it all,” he added, 

Mr. Bennett's only defence has 
been that not a bank was closed. 
That is a fine thing; but it should 
be noted that he has over-ruled 
every principle of democratic 
government, by making advances 
to banks without authority, and 
$60,000,000 to private corpora- 
tion without any vestige of jusii- 
fication, You may be sure there 
will be plenty heard about that in 
the coming session.” 

Other questions the speaker fore- 
cast, would be the consideration of 
a recopricity agreement with the 
U. §S. a suggestion for which 
was deliberately shelved in the last 
session, and the question of the re- 
turned soldier. He drew attention 
to the Dominion-wide convention 
of ex-service men which would be 
held in Ottawa in March, which 
would bring to a head “the burning 
indignation over broken pledges.”

NO ADEQUATE TEXT BOOK 

“In the first place, where is the 
text book we should use? Which is 
it? There is no book that I know of. 

“There is a more fundamental 
|difficulty iy the proposal to make 
the school a field for propaganda 
|for the party which happens to be 
jin power, If you recognize that as 
‘a right for us, can you deny it to 
‘others if they should happen to 
|obtain power? 

“England has witnessed a long 
struggle to free the schools from 
religious instruction. It isn't a mat- 
|ter of whether you feel that your 
views are right. The people who 
|wanted to force one kind of relig- 
ious teaching upon the people felt 
they were in the right as much as 
you. Have we the right to compel 
children of other people to learn a 
social philosophy we believe in, but 
which may not be their belief or 
that of the majority of the people 
of the province? 

“Many people would have a ser- 
ious and just objection to having 
the schools turned into institutions 
of propaganda, to teach something 
we think is right but which they 
think is wrong. 


PROPAGANDA ANGLES 

“In British Columbia recently, 
the C.C.F. had'to proclaim that it 
had no intention of using the 
schools for purposes of propaganda. 
There was resentment at a story 
that such was their intention. It 
had to renounce any such intention. 
If it is right for the Government of 
Alberta, controlled by the U.F.A, to 
teach Socialism in the schools of 
our province, would it not be right 
for the schools of Saskatchewan to 
teach high tariff, or the govern- 
ment of Quebec to fill its schools 
with. text-books containing propa- 
ganda against Socialism? (A voice, 
“they're doing it now.”) 

Hon. Mr. Baker: “I think you are 
talking of something you're not 
sure of.” 

Continuing, the Minister said: “I 
think it would be a mistake for this 
convention to go on record as favor- 
ing a resolution to make the schools 
a means of propaganda. It comes 
too near to a majority forcing ‘its 
beliefs on a minority. I am not 
opposed to such education in any 
legitimate way, but I could not 
maintain my intellectual integrity 
if 1 approved any proposal for forc- 
ing the social philosophy of our 
party upon the children in the 
schools.” 

From the applause that greeted 
the Minister as he sat down, it 
looked as if he had won the con- 
vention to his way of thinking, but 
numerous speakers from the body 
of the hall opposed his views.

He scorned the idea that no 
suitable text-book could be found 
and thought that a course in social 
science would benefit teachers at 
the Normal School, who for the 
{most part, he said, have little sense 
of responsibility to life. 


MANY IN DISAGREEMENT 

“Our views,” he said, “are not 
confined to the U.F.A. and the 
C.C.F. Men in many walks of life 
share them, men in labor, in busi- 
ness and in the professions, like the 
speaker of last evening (Dr. Alex- 
ander).” 

Several other speakers expressed 
disagreement with the Minister, 
including Director H. Young of 
Wetaskiwin, Vice President Norman 
F. Priestley and Director J. A. 
Johansen of Lethbridge. 

Mr. Johansen who is chairman of 
educational work for the U.F.A. 
said it was false logic that teaching 
social science must not take place 
because a minority objected. “Shall 
we cease teaching health because it 
affects the doctor's income?” he 
asked. 

“What we want taught is fact not 
Propaganda. We want the facts of 
human relationship brought out. 
What is the use of talking of cost? 
What did the war cost? Co-opera- 
tive teaching kept Denmark and 
the Scandinavian countries out of 
the war. That teaching paid. 

“Savages are taught to hunt and 
fight. It is their mode of life. We 
have been taught to compete. Now 
we must teach the philosophy of 
co-operation.” 

PROPAGANDA NOT SOUGHT 

Vice-President Priestley, who 
some time ago prepared a 120-page 
M.S, text-book on co-operation for 
use in the agricultural schools, said 
he admired the Minister's stand but 
said the resolution did not ask for 
propaganda. It asked for instruc- 
tion in social science—knowledge of 
the advance of social well - being 
thrqugh co-operation. 

“The Christian social -philosophy 
failed dismally from 1914 to 1918 
and more recently in October 1929. 
We feel we should infuse into 
young minds a knowledge of better 
ways, I've been amazed to observe 
among my own children how little 
they know of the basic principles 
of the movement to which I have 
given my life for many years.” 

A- delegate called out: “Here's an 
illustration of what the teachers of 
Alberta know about social science. 
Last summer they had a convention, 
here in Edmonton, They put penal- 
ties on those teachers who. were 
forced to take less than the min- 
imum wage. The gem of their 
announcements was something to 
the following effect: “We, the 
teachers of Alberta, promise to sup- 
port whichever political party can 
promise -us educational security!” 
| (Laughter). They need education 
on social science as much as the 
children. 

The last word was from a dele- 
gate who proclaimed, “Ours is a 
free country. This resolution will 
{hinder more than it will help. We'll 
get razooed all over the province.” 

By 
an overwhelming majority the 
resolution was carried.

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NOT GOING BACK 


The Dominion Broadcasters’ Association met 
in Toronto the other day and decided to abolish 
the Radio Commission. By resolution they in- 
structed the commission to cease to exist on 
April 30th next, and satisfactorily clinched the 
matter by ruling that the legislation which 
created that body is ultra vires. 

Which may be taken to mean that some of 
those who owned broadcasting stations have not 
yet been bought out by the commission, or 
otherwise compensated for having been put out 
of business. If this is the root of the trouble, 
the protesters have a fair claim to consideration, 
but they would do better to state their case 
directly and rely on parliament and the public 
to see that they get justice. 

As for chasing the commission off the air, 
and restoring the pre-existing chaos, it just 
won't happen. Should the present law be found 
faulty there will be a general demand that it 
be tightened up, not that it be allowed to lapse 
and the commission disbanded. 

No doubt the commission programs could be 
improved in spots, but they are infinitely better 
than the average run of those which preceded 
them. Enough better that the discriminating 
public would cheerfully buy and junk the 
“orphan” stations rather than revert to the old 
order of things and have to listen to them. 


“AS YOU WERE” 

The election of Mr. W. H. Ross in Calgary, 
to fill the vacancy created by the death of Mr. 
George H, Webster, leaves the party line-up in 
the legislature as it has been. 

The Conservatives did not put a candidate 
in the field, conceding the right of the Liberals 
to hold the seat throughout the legislative term 
in the absence of a good reason to the contrary. 
There were four contestants, the other three 
running as C.C.F., Progressive-Labor, and 
People’s party representatives. The combined 
votes of the three losers exceeded that of the 


winner. But two of them polled small votes 
and lost their deposits, the only serious con- 
tender being Miss Turner, running under 


C.C.F. colors, who Jost out by a margin of 1799. 

The entrance of Miss Turner, an employee 
of the U.F.A, organization, as a C.C.F. candie 
date, somewhat clouded the statement of Pre- 
mier Brownlee that the Government would not 
have a representative in the field. This is not 
to say her nomination was made at the Pre- 
mier’s suggestion, or with his consent. But her 
election would have left no doubt how her vote 
in the house would be polled, and would have 
been in fact a gain of one seat for the Govern- 
ment. 

With more than forty-eight thousand names 
on the list, less than helf the voters went to the 
polls. From which it is quite evident that the 
electors did not get unduly excited over the 
outcome, The inference may fairly be drawn 
that the great majority of those who did not 
vote were content that the Liberal candidate 
should succeed to the Liberal seat. 


NO DANGER OF THAT 


Rumors, it is said, have been circulated 
about the province that should the provincial 
elections which are due this summer result in 
the defeat of the present Government that 
would be followed by the removal of the debt 
adjustment legislation which prevents an un- 
fortunate debtor being dispossessed of his prop- 
erty because in these distressed times he can- 
not meet his mortgage payments, 

It would be interesting to know who started 
these rumors, and equally interesting to know 
how many people in Alberta have been foolish 
enough to take stock in them, 

On behalf of the Liberals, Mr. Howson has 
made the position clear, The present debt ad- 
justment legislation, he says, does not go far 
enough. It should protect businessmen and 
townsfolk, as well as farmers. And whereas 
the present law only postpones the day of set- 
tlement, there should be some active effort 
made to arrange settlements on terms fair to 
both creditors and debtors, and thus prevent 
the accumulation of interest charges. 

That surely is plain enough. If greedy 
creditors have started the rumors in question 
to injure the prospects of the Liberals, it must 
be because they think they would fare worse 
under a Liberal government than they are far- 
ing under the present one. 

On broad grounds it must be apparent to 
anyone that any government of this province 
that swept away this protective legislation be- 
fore a balance has been restorcd between debt 
obligations, farm prices and wages, would 
thereby write its own death warrant. There 
cannot be any doubt of that in the mind ‘of any- 
one who is in touch with the current of public 
sentiment, To attempt any such outrage would 


| * 


produce a situation hardly distinguishable from 
open rebellion. 

The debt adjustment legislation, it is quite 
safe to say, will not come out of the statute 
books until earnings have been restored or until 
debts have been scaled down into keeping with 
their present levels, No government dare at- 
tempt that, if any were dishonest enough to 
want to do it. 


CURTAIL WHERE AND HO\W? 


The U. F. A. convention approved a resolu- 
tion to the effect that if the farmer is to be com- 
pelled or constrained to grow less wheat he 
should be compensated for that restriction of 
his operations. 

There surely can be no objection to so fair 
a proposition. That the farmer will be paid 
for the curtailment he is required to make may 
almost be taken for granted. There should be 
no reason to suppose that he will not be. 

If a farmer cannot make a living growing 
wheat it is plain enough that he cannot make 
a living growing nothing, and that for the time 
at least a curtailment of his wheat production 
would subject him to the certainty of lost rev- 
enue. Even if in the Jong run he profited 
through curtailment, which is by no means 
certain, he is in no position to stand the im- 
mediate Joss in order to secure that ultimate 
gain. 

It should have been indicated by this time 
what method is to be employed to make good 
the undertaking to restrict wheat export from 
Canada next year, That immediate end could 
be gained by simply placing an embargo on 
export beyond a fixed total amount. But the 
effect of that, if the crop is a Jarge one, would 
be to leave a huge ainount of wheat in Canada, 
with the danger of depressing the price here 
regardless of what the world price might be. 

That depression would of necessity fall upon 
the farmer who did not get his wheat to market 
early in the season, well before the amount ex- 
ported approached the volume allowed. As Al- 
berta is the province whose crops ripen late in 
the summer, the Alberta farmer would be in 
line to suffer most from this condition of con- 
gestion. 

If export is to be curtailed, production will 
have to be also curtailed, in fair proportion 
throughout the wheat-growing provinces and 
among the wheat-growing farmers. And if 
the farmer’s right to produce wheat is to be 
arbitrarily limited he is entitled, both as a 
matter of right and as a matter of expediency, 
to be compensated for that abridgement. 

It is time that the wheat-grower knew what 
is to be done to him, and in what manner he 
is to be indemnified for interference with his 
freedom.

Most of the rural population is on re- 
lief, and one can perceive the mark of pov- 
erty and despair written on their faces. 
Only indomitable patience has carried them 


along so far, How long will it last? 

It must be hard for a willing able-bodied 
man to sit down resignedly and watch his 
wife and young ones grow shabbier. 

It is somewhat different in the cities and 
relief camps which are composed of a more 
or less gregarious crew, who can pool their 
troubles and let off steam by grousing, but 
in the sparsely settled districts the home- 
steader is an individualist. His troubles 
always seem greater to him than his neigh- 
bor’s. 

Like an ice-jam in a northern river, 
something will have to burst soon. The 
pressure is becoming too strong. This sys- 
tem of relief was doomed from the be- 
ginning, but still it goes on though nobody 
wants it,” 

With the Premier concerned with safeguard- 
ing interest payments at one end of the social 
scale and people concerned about food and 
work at the other end, there seems need to im- 
prove the system under which we all live. 

*  % 

The approaching visit to western Canada of 
Major C. H. Douglas, originator of the “Social 
Credit” scheme, will draw local attention to 
his plan, which daily is attracting larger cir- 
cles of students. Douglas is returning to Eng- 
land from a lecture tour in Australia where 
there are over a thousand study clubs at work 
on his “Social Credit’ plan—though Australia 
under inflation is experiencing an era of pros- 
perity. A “Social Credit League” has been 
established in Alberta, and a number of study 
clubs are sure to follow Major Douglas's lec- 
ture appearances in the Dominion. 

One admirer has styled Douglas “the Ein- 
stein of economics”; others liken him to Dar- 
win supplying the world of economics with a 
new working theory. He is a Scotsman, and a 
professional engineer. He is an absolutist who 
believes in conscious change. He looks upon 
industry as a machine that needs repairing in 
order that it may function properly. As an 
engineer he approaches the problem that 
amazes all of us—how to put men willing to 
work at work that needs to be done, and how 
to distribute the great surpluses of commodi- 
ties so that each can have sufficient for his 
needs. His remedy is all the more interesting 
because he is an individualist who doesn’t pro- 
pose to abolish private ownership or the banks, 
though his plan will end the monopoly of 
credit-power that the banks have enjoyed 
under our inadequate money system. 

% ot 

Present-day society, he reasons, demands 
that goods and services be sold at prices higher 
than they originally cost. The result is that a 
limited number of persons have gained posses- 
sion of most of the.purchasing power of the 
community while the majority are unable to 
pay for their subsistence. Purchasing power 
issuing from production (where it represents 
costs) is in itself insufficient to buy back the 
output of production, the price of which neces- 
sarily includes profit and overhead charges. 
Under these conditions has grown up a power- 
ful business ring that deals in money as a 
commodity, maintains and enhances scarcity 
values and controls industry through the con- 
trol of credit. How is this growth to be over- 
come and the consumer vested with ample 
purchasing power? How, in effect, can a man 
who receives $500 in wages buy his product (or 
the product of similar workers) that sells for 
$1000? 

Douglas would incorporate the nation or 
state at an aggregate sum equal to the total 
capital assets available, plus the capitalized 
value of the population. Each individual would 
be an equal shareholder in the National Cor- 
poration and would receive a monthly dividend 
on his capital stock. 

The National Corporation will find out what 
proportion profit and overhead occupy in the 
selling price of a commodity, In our illustra- 
tion we assume it is 50 per cent of the selling 
price. Accordingly when the shareholder goes 
to the store to buy at the fair selling price, he 
is allowed a discount equal to the profit and 
overhead, This “discount” is charged to his 
dividend account in the National Corporation, 
The retailer, middleman and manufacturer 
take their portions of it, the entries in due 
course cancelling out the shareholder's “divi- 
dend.” As in the case of Technocracy, it would 
be required that the shareholder make use of 
his dividend credits within a limited time or 
forfeit them. The purpose of the Social Credit 
plan is to keep everybody supplied with pur- 
chasing power and obligating them to use it. 

a 

There are many developments of the Social 
Credit plan claimed as possible of accomplish- 
ment. For instance, it is claimed the man 
wanting a mortgage would get one from the 
Corporation free of interest, and liquidate it 
by his wages and dividends. The farmer fac- 
ing crop loss would be protected by the Na- 
tional Corporation, Unemployment, relief and 
the dole would disappear. Money would cease 
to become a weapon for enslavement of others 
and revert to its original use as a mechanism 
for exchange. 

“Social Credit” seems to be as wonderful, 
as simple and as difficult to understand as the 
radio. Yet it already has millions of converts 
not only in the Mother Country and Austral- 
asia, but in United States, India, Norway, Hol- 
land, France, Burma and Japan. New Zealand 
may be the first country to try “Social Credit.”

When The Largest 


Nerve Hurts

We are now able to measure many things 
such as the blood pressure, the amount of oxy- 
gen which you use in an hour, we even have a 
measuring apparatus which reveals whether > 
person is lying or telling the truth, but we 
have no way of measuring 
pain. If we had such a ma- 
chine to tell doctors how 
much pain a patient has, it 
would undoubtedly show se- 
vere pain in serious attacks 
of sciatica, which is one of 
the most painful diseases 
known. 

During the winter many 
people are suffering from sci- 
atica, as cold seems to serve 
as an exciting cause of the

attacks. Sciatica means an inflammation of the 
largest nerve in the body, the sciatic nerve. 
Since the sciatic nerve leaves the pelvis and 
than travels down the back of the leg, the pain 
or tenderness may begin as an ache in the 


lower back which then runs down the leg. The 
patient may be crippled and any movement 
causes fresh agony. As a general rule, one leg 
only is affected, but both legs may suffer. 

As a means of temporarily relieving the 
pain, the patient may rub on ointment or apply 
heat, which will give relief for a time, but 
cannot be considered as a permanent cure. 
When no further treatment is used, the attacks 
come back and the patient does not know how 
long his trouble will last, as he may be bothered 
for several months, 

The main symptom is the pain, which usual- 
ly comes on gradually. The patient notes that 
after sitting or lying in one position for some 
time, or after heavy exertion, he has distress 
through the back of the thigh. As the pain 
grows worse, it travels downward along the 
course of the nerve and is frequently much 
worse at night. 

The pain varies greatly in different cases 
and may be a dull ache or be burning, or shoot- 
ing. More or less numbness or tingling of the 
leg may be found, 

I would strongly advise you to use a treat- 
ment which will permanently relieve sciatica 
before any of the following complications take 
place: weakness of the leg muscles, shrinkage 
or wasting of the muscles, or greater pain and 
tenderness in the nerve trunk or its sheath. 

In your own case whether scitaica is just 
beginning or has bothered you for a long time, 
the first step in the cure is to have a good phy- 
sical examination made in order to find out the 
cause. You will then be able to go ahead and 
remove it and in this way can be completely 
cured. 

Some of the causes of sciatica are: 1—Irri- 
tation of the nerve by rheumatic poisons which 
have settled in this particular location; 2—Pres- 
sure on the nerve, coming from any source. 
Such pressure is often due to a pinching of one 
of the nerves coming from the lower spine 
which joins the sciatic nerve. This pinching 
may occur when one of the small bones of the 
lower spine gets out of place. If you have 
sciatica in only one leg, it is a good plan to go 
to an osteopath or chiropractor and find out if 
any of the vertebrae are out of position. In such 
cases, the discomfort of sciatica can often be 
removed by only a single adjustment. You will 
note that I said in one leg, for when sciatica ex- 
ists in one leg alone, this uusally means that it 
is due to pressure which may thus be easily 
relieved. I have seen many patients almost in- 
stantly cured in this way, after being crippled 
for years. 

Or, the pressure may be due to fallen organs 
and in such cases the sciatica vanishes after the 
organs are lifted by the use of a special treat- 
ment given to bring about just such good re- 
sults. 

Even if you have only mild attacks of sci- 
atica, you do not know when they will become 
worse. I would therefore urge that you over- 
come it as soon as possible. The following 
measures are often helpful: Allow heat to 
“bake” into the parts by the use of the deep 
therapy lamp, or apply the soothing heat of the 
diathermy; or, as a home treatment, lay on hot 
towels, changing every two minutes. Osteo- 
pathic or chiropractic treatments often bring 
relief. During the acute attack, you should go 
on a fruit diet and take two warm enemas each 
day. By using the fruit juice you allow the 
body to throw out any poisons which may be 
irritating the nerve and hasten recovery. 

There is no need for you to stay crippled 
with sciatica, when the trouble may be cured.

On This Date 


— A Day in Canadian History — 
By FRED WILLIAMS 


On this date, 1838, some resi- 
dents on the shores of Lake 
Erie noticed a small boat in 
danger at the mouth of the 
Grand River. Animated both 


by the desire to aid fellow be- 
ings in distress and by the 
loyal impulse that perhaps the 
occupants might be some of the 
refugees from the outbreak at 
Toronto a month before, they 
set out for the shore with 
some planks, rescued the occu- 
pants and set the boat adrift. 
On the rescued men failing to 
give a satisfactory account of 
themselves they were taken 
before a magistrate and sent 
to Chippawa, where one of 
them was identified as Samuel 
Loutt, the “blacksmith who 
made the pikes” (to quote the 
official proclamation which of- 
fered a reward of $2,000 for his 
capture). 

Lount had made his way to 
the lakeshore by devious ways 
and had managed to secure 
concealment for three weeks. 
Then it was decided that the 


time had come for an attempt 
to cross to the States. A boat 
was secured and manned by 
three men friendly to the 
cause, but a violent storm 
drove it from its course to the 
Grand River. Lount might 
have escaped had he not, as 
soon as the rescuers arrived, 
pushed a lot of papers under 
the ice with an oar. That was 
the reason he was taken before 
the magistrate. Had he not 
done that and been able to 
conceal the papers he might 
have managed to escape; but 
fortune was against him and 
he was taken back to Toronto 
where he was tried, convicted 
and duly hanged on April 12 
following. 

There was no possible doubt 
as to Lount having been one 
of the rebels. His foundry at 
Holland Landing had been 
used for the manufacture of 
weapons, for an unconstitu- 
tional purpose; but it must be 
said for him that he was of 
English blood and had the 
Englishman’s love of freedom,

SOCIAL CREDIT 

Editor Bulletin: Mr. Elliott 
claims that the new plan of 
Mussolini is the most sensa- 
tional and beneficent ever at- 
tempted, that it is far more 
effective than the NRA and 
far wider in scope than Social 
Credit. I must contradict the 
latter statement. The idea is 
not new, indeed it has been 
tried out, so far as price fixing, 
limiting of profits and fair 
wages, over and over again 
during and since the war. 

Who is to decide what is a 
fair wage, a fair price or a fair 
profit? The Socialists and the 
C, C, F. say the workers should. 
Fascism, which is a dictator- 
ship of capitalism, says big 
business, and for this privilege 
it is willing to let a Mussolini 
occupy the limelight. 

It has always failed and it 
always must because, apart 
from the absurdity of arbitrary 
control of industry which has 
‘changed from a static to a dy- 
namic state, it is merely a new 
deal with the same old pack of 
cards. It does not matter how 
costs are distributed, they must 
be recovered in prices. If cap- 
ital investment is to be in- 
creased or even maintained, as 
it must be, where is the money 
to_come from? Out of savings? 
Then purchasing power must 
lose by that much. From bank 
credit? 
paid (with interest) and there- 
fore is destroyed. It is impos- 
sible for industry to generate 
enough purchasing power to 
consume what it can produce 
and, at the same time, renew 
and enlarge its equipment. 

This condition is intensified 
as industry becomes more and 
more mechanized; for two rea- 
sons, first because machinery 
itself cannot be paid wages, 
and because it increasingly dis- 
places men who do earn wages 
and who thus can help to buy 
back what is made. 

Under our system the only 
remedy is the dole or a pro- 
gram of public works, Under 
Fascism the “slack” will be 
taken up by means of enforced 
labour in camps, In other 
words, a substitution of State 
slavery for private slavery. 

For free men there is only 
one way possible, The gap in 
purchasing power, roughly 

! represented by the cost of up- 
; keep and expansion of capital 


Then it, must be re- 


equipment, and hence our debt, 
and the loss of wages due to 
technological unem ployment, 
must be made up by the issue 
of National Credits created by 
the State on the security of 
the added national real wealth 
resulting from the Investment 
gf savings and bank credit in 
capital expansion (and thus 
taken from purchasing power). 
It is useless to create National 
Credit and apply it to produc- 
tion; that way simply creates 
a new trail of costs which must 
be collected in prices. The Na- 
tional Credit must be applied 
direct to consumption, and the 
only way to do that and avoid 
inflation, and hence higher 
prices, is to apply the credit at 
the time of purchase by a low- 
ering of prices in direct proe 
portion to the increased pro- 
duction. 

What objection can there be 
to this, except from would-be 
tyrants and dictators? Busi- 
ness and industry would be 
left alone to private initiative 
and enterprise, and within rea- 
son they would be assured of 
a market right at home. The 
retailer would operate at the 
same old stand in the same old 
way, except that he could, if 
he wished, sell at much less 
than cost and at the just price, 
and for doing so he would be 
reimbursed by the State the 
amount he would consequently 
be out of pocket. Everyone 
would be guaranteed the nec- 
essities of life, whether they 
worked or not, by national 
dividends, since we should all 
be shareholders in the national 
business, and this dividend 
would not cease when a man 
did work. Thus exploiting 
would be made impossible and 
poverty and destitution bane 
\ished for ever, There would 
be neither necessity nor room 
for a dictator of any kind. 

But let us make no mistake. 
Sooner or later it must be one 
or the other. Either we shall 
go forward to real democracy, 
both economic and political, or 
back to slavery, called Fascism, 
or dictatorship of capital. 


Fascism is as foul and loathe 


some a tyranny as ever ex- 
isted. Study Social Credit, 
which means real liberty and 
death to tyranny, and whose 
motto is “What is physically 
possible is financially pos- 
sible.”

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Trading For Pins 
And Needles

There is an old saying among the people of the Black Sea 
Ports that a man who trades for pins and needles can only hope 
to pile up a stock of pins and needles. 


This saying is a true word picture of a country which tries 
to sell abroad without buying abroad. The total volume of trade 
is always held down to the smallest amount the foreign buyer 
can get along with; the buying is always done at the lowest price, 
because the foreign buyer holds off until the necessities of the 
seller break the price. As witness the wheat prices since the high 
tariffs went on in the United States and Canada, 


Generally speaking, there is no profit in one-way trade— 
except in gold or precious stones and even here the diamond mar- 
ket has to be strictly controlled to maintain a price level. The 
substantial margins of profit are found only in a two-way trade; 
as was the case with the East India Company when it sent out 
ships filled with British goods and returned them laden with the 
Products of India. 


This is why Western Canada should get into partnership with 
&@ great buying and selling company with facilities for reaching 
all available markets of the world. 


Take as a basis a unit contract of one hundred million dol- 
lars per year with a British import and export house; based on 
bringing into Western Canada fifty million dollars of British 
goods—taking out one hundred million dollars of Western Can- 
adian products—and paying the balance in sterling exchange. 


The British house starts with the initial sale of fifty million 
dolJars’ worth of goods in Western Canada and therefore is even 
by selling fifty million dollars of Western Canadian products in 
foreign markets; that is to say the sterling exchange is in sight 
to close up liability under the one hundred million dollar unit. 
Then the British house has to get back the initial cost of the fifty 
million dollars’ worth of British goods sent to Western Canada 
by selling the remaining fifty million dollars’ worth of Western 
Canada products—there still remains the problem of profit. On 
a basis of sales for cash only there would be no control of prices

The British house can both buy and sell in the markets of 
the world; and make some money in freighting both ways in 
British ships. A British house entering a foreign market to sell 
Western Canadian products and offering to take anything over 
fifty per cent of the price in products of that foreign market can

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Education To 
Decide Fate 
Of Democracy 


Dr. Newlands Tells Farm 
Women Schools Must 
Change Immediately 


HOUGH it cost ten times 
as much as the present 
| system, if we are to pre- 

serve democracy we must 
| bring about radica] 
| changes in our educational 
system, contended Dr. H. C. New- 
lands of the Edmonton High School 
staff, in one of the finest addresses 
yet given before the United Farm 
Women of Alberta, when he spoke 
on “Education for Democracy” at 
the Thursday morning session of 
their convention in McDougall 
church, Students must be taught 
the facts of the economic system in 
which they are growing ut and 
in which they must take their piace 
as men and women. Introduction 
of such educational material into 
the present curriculum will meet 
with tremendous opposition, but 
the Canadian is faced with the fact 
that Democracy is at the parting of 
the ways, and our present “em- 
balmed” concept of it will have to 
be buried unless we use the one 
| possible method of changing it— 
the public school.

an opinion delivered personally to 
the United States senate hanking 
committee last night but Senator 
Carter Glass of Virginia, who had 
challenged this phase of the Roose- 
velt monetary policy, remained un- 
convinced. 

“The monetary gold stock may be 
taken by the government in the ex- 
ercise of its right of eminent do- | 
main,” said Cummings. “Such power 
extends to every form of property 
required for public use.” 

He cited a series of supreme court 
decisions to back his view and as- 
serted that every consideration of | 
“just compensation is completely 
satisfied by the provision for pay- 
ment in gold certificates in equi- 
valent amounts of dollars.” 

Commandeering the gold stock is 
one phase of the legislative program 
requested of congress by the presi- 
dent, under which he also asked for | 
approval of a minimum 40 per cent 
devaluation of the dollar and the 
establishment of a $2,000,000,000 
fund with which to stabilize the for- 
eign exchange value of the dollar.
